- Family Mlowance In Detail — 


‘ When you receive family allowances; and how do you apply? 
How much can you expect to receive? How does this affect your 
income tax? The Department of National Health and-Welfare has 


answered a number of questions 


the féllowing up-to-date summary of regulations. 


Registration for Family Allowances 
(a) To register a child for Family 
Allowances it is necessary to com- 
plete a Family Allowance Registra- 
tion Form and send it to the Regional 
Director of Family Allowances. 

(b) The registering of a. child’s 
birth with the Provincial authorities 
does not constitute registration for 
Family Allowances. 

(c) Registration Forms may be ob- 
tained in any Post Office. White 
forms are for use in registering a 
family for the first time, Blue sup- 
plementary forms should.be used in 
registering additional children in a 
family. 

Payments of Family Allowances 

(a) In the month following date 
of ‘birth provided the completed Fam- 
ily Allowance Registration Form was 
received in the office of the Regional 
Director within 30 days after the 
birth of the child; or 
. (b) In the first month after the 
completed Family Allowances regis- 
tration Form was received in the of- 
fice.of the Regional Director- 

; Eligibility , 

Under the Family Allowance Act 
payments are made to parents who 
maintain or has custody of a child. 

To be eligible for payments a child 
must be resident in Canada and _ in 
regular attendance at schoo] as re- 
quired by the laws of the Province 
in. which the child resides, 

Rates of. Payment 

Family Allowances are paid as fol- 
lows: 

Up i 6th pirthday $5.00 per 


’ month. 


6th birthday to 10th bir thday $6.00 
per. month, 

10th birthday to 13th birthday, 
$F.00 per month. 

‘18th birthday’ to 18th birthday 
$8.00 per month. 

: There are no deductions on account 
of the size of the family. 


‘ Changes in Rates 

The rates change automatically on 
the first month following the. month 
of the child’s 6th, 10th, 13th birth- 
day and payments cease with the last

The Regional Director of Family 
Allowances should be advised in writ- 
ing immediately of any change of 
address to avoid delay in receipt of 
cheques. Both the old and new ad- 
dress together with the Family ‘Al- 
lowance Serial Number should be 
quoted over the signature of the 
payee. When either parent re- 
marries or when there is any change 
in the name of the person to whom 
allowances ‘are being: paid, full de- 
tails should be forwarded tq the Re- 
gional Director.

OTTAWA.—A disease common in 
rural areas, suppurative ringworm 
contracted from ‘cattle, is to be in- 
vestigated by scientists. at the Uni- 
versity of Manitoba, Winnipeg, with 
the - financial support of a federal 
health grant; Hon, Paul Martin, min- 
ister of National Health. and Welfare,

The study. will. be carried out by 
Dr. J. C. Wilt, chairman of the. de- 
partment of bacteriology, and Dr. A. 
R. Birt, lecturer in dermatology, as- 
sisted by Miss E. Hirst, all from the 
staff of the University. of Manitoba's 
medical college. 

They hope to discover new facts 
about the origin of this disease and

OTTAWA. —The famed R.C.M.P. musical ride, to be performed 


at the Royal Tournament in London after the Coronation of the - 


Queen, has a history almost as-old-as Canada. It was in the days 
of gun-totin’ outlaws, cattle rustlers and wild, untrusting Indians 
that the unique precision drill of men and horses was born. It 
was started by the Northwest Mounted Police, a tough, pioneer 
ing police force that helped to bring jaw and order to the unruly
